Petition mentioned, unto Phineas Bowles and John Blunt, as in the Petition 
is ſet forth ; and Sir Thomas did immediately deliver all the Ground men- 


T H E ſaid Sir Thomas doth admit, that he did Demiſe the Mines in the ſajd 


tioned therein ; with which the Petitioners did reſt ſatisfied for theſe Six 


years and upwards, without laying any further Claim. 

Sir Thomas does not detain any of their Rights, or diſturb them in their Poſ- 
ſeſſions, for the Place in queſtion was never in the poſſeſſion of the Petitioners, or 
ever Lett by the Leaſe to Bowles and Blunt, but the Place was before Leaſed and 
granted to Mr. Roger Moſizn, and Mr. Williams, who have ſo Sworn it, in their 
Anſwers to the Petitioners Bill in Chaxcery; and the Ground was then,and has ever 
ſince continued in their poſſeſſion, as Sir Thomas's Tenants, and Workmen. 

But Sir Thomas doth deny, and ſo in his Anſwer in Chancery to the Petitioners 
ſaid Bill, hath denied, that he was privy or conſenting to the Afſigament of that 
Leaſe to the ſaid Petitioners ; and the ſaid Sir Thoxras, by his ſaid Anſwer, hath ſet 
forth, That the ſaid Leflees, and the Petitioners under them, had forfeited the ſaid 
.. Leaſe by Misfeazances, and not Working the ſaid Mines as they ought to have done, 

and yet notwithſtanding have enjoyed the benefit thereof, and that the ſaid Sir Thoxas 
offered to wave the ſaid Forfeiture, and to allow the ſaid Leaſe upon moderate Terms, 
in the Anſwer ſet forth, which they refuſed or neglected todo; And by his Anſwer de- 
nies expres{ly, as the truth is, that he, or any claimingunder him, had inany ſort en- 
tred upon, or diſturbed the ſaid Leſſeesof the benefit of the Mines ſodemiſed, to the beſt 
of his knowledge : And that the Petitioners had combined with one Dares, and o- 
thers, to defeat his Title to the ſaid Mines by foul and indirect PraQtices, which Davies 
obtained a Leaſe thereof behind Sir Thomas his back, and without notice to Sir Thomas, 
and entred thereupon by colour thereof, which Mines are Sir Thos his Inheritance, 
the ſaid Davies pretending that Sir Thoxzas held them by Uſurpation, and in wrong of 
the Crown, whereby Sir Thomas was greatly vexed and diſturbed, and at this day 
the ſaid Davies pretends to find defets in Sir Thomas his Grant of the Mines, and 
thereby to let in the (aid Leaſe. 

And Sir Thomas doth deny, that he Ordered the Petitioners Workmen to be beaten 
off the Work by violence, or tobe threatned tobe, or that he knows that one of them 
was buried alive in the Pit,as the Petitioners havefalſely and ſcandalouſly ſuggeſted in 
the Caſe by them Printed and Publiſhed, and aCtually delivered to many Members 
of this Honourable Houſe ; Which Suggeſtions tend to the great Defamation and 
Reproach of the ſaid Sir Thoxras, who, as he is a Member of this Honourable Houſe, 
humbly Prays,that this Honourable Houſe will be pleaſed to take the ſame into Con- 
ſideration, and do him Right therein, the rather, for that if the ſame Matter had 
been true, yet was it altogether unneceſſarily inſerted in the ſaid Caſe as to the 
Matter prayed by the Petitioners ſaid Petition, and therefore could be deſigned only 
to render the ſaid Sir Thomas Obnoxious, and even Odious. 

And it doth appear by the Petitioners own ſhewing in their ſaid Caſe, That 
Sir Thomas hath done no Violence or Injury in his own Perſon to the Petitioners, 
their Workmen or Works, and that as to ſuch other Perſons as the Petitioners pre- 
tend have done them wrong, and they Indicted them, and had the Liberty of the 
Law againſt them, and the ſaid Sir Thoxras wholly left them to the Law. 

Sir Thomas Groſvenor denies to have ever waved his Priviledge, or hindred the Pe- 
titioners in delivering their Petition laſt Seffions, but after the Prorogation, pur- 
ſuant to the General Order of the Houſe, did put in his Anſwer. 'Tis true he came 
. to Dr. Newtox, the Maſter in Chancery, November laſt, and told him his Sollicitor was 
out of Town, and he had none of his Papers, and produced to him the Vote of the 

Houſe, and did inſiſt on his Priviledge during the ſittingof the Houſe, but as ſoon as it 
was up, that he would appear with his Councel, and argue the Exceptions. | 

Andas to the Exceptiens put in to the ſaid Sir Thomas his Anſwer in Chancery, as 
in the Petition\he ſaith, That his ſaid Anſwer is dire and full to all the neceſlary 
parts of the Petitioners Bill, as thereby may appear, and that the ſaid Exceptions 
are merely frivolous and impertinent, and deſigned only to Trouble and Perplex 
him, and tend to the Diſcompoſing and Retarding himin the Diſcharge of his Duty 
and Service of this Honourable Houſe : And therefore humbly Prayeth, That he may 


have his Priviledge allowed hith according to the Vote and Statiding Order of this 


Honourable Houle of the 17th of April, 1699. |
